resources, 
which is a war of 
long duration might well prove to 
be a deciding 
factor. 
"It Is this sense which Is al- 
wlth us and which I am 
is in Itself a very great in- 
ce in preserving the peace 


of "Hie world."

to Germany' seemed to Indicate a 
somewhat 
stronger 
line toward

LACKINGIN DRAMA 


MOST OF THEM HAD AL- 
READY PAID FIRST INSTALL- 


MENT ON $400,000,000 


BERLIN, Dec. 15.—(/Pt—The first 


of the four installment days on 
which German Jews must pay 
$400,000,000 tribute for the slaying 
of Ernst Vom Rath, Paris lega- 
tion secretary, was a drab, mat- 
ter-of-fact affair entirely lacking 
in drama. 


Berlin banks had comparatively 


little to do with today's $100,000,- 
000 as the Jews had taken pains 
to arrange all details so the pay- 
ments would strike no snags. 


There were no special guards 


at any of the finance ministry's 
offices whern the fines were pay- 
able, nor were there any signs 
of disturbance. 


Jews and gentiles paying fines, 


taxes or other bills approached 
tellers' windows with no attempts 
being made by officials to separ- 
ate the Jews from the gentiles. 


Any casual visitor would not 
have known this was a special 
tribute day for the Jews. Among 
the taxpayers were no' more Jews 
than on an ordinary day. 


The reason. for this was said 


to bo that each Jew had receiv- 
ed 
a 
written 
order 
indicating 


what his share of the Vom Rath 
fine was and, as soon as he had 
raised 
the 
necessary cash, had 
sent his money to the finance min- 
istry without waiting for the last 
day.

Olin Culberson, veteran chief of 
the 
Railroad 
Commission's gas 


utilities division, who has waged 
a long and bitter fight to pro- 
tect and expand the state's regu- 
lation over utilities, also express- 
ed elation. 
Tho gas company for about five 


months had paid under protest the 
1-4 of one per cent gross receipts 
tax, amounting to about $9,000. 
The funds have been deposited in 
a suspense account, making them 
unavailable for salaries and ex- 
penses in connection 
with 
en- 
forcement of the gas utilities law 
by the Railroad Commission and 
attorney 
general's 
departments. 


The departments have been oper- 
ating with the aid of deficiency 
warrants. 
The company's petition alleged 


the pipe line tax was In effect 
a fee and that 
the 
Railroad 


Commission hod been spending a 
portion of the sums collected for 
purposes inconsistent with the ob- 
jectives of the gas utilities law. 


Among points 
most 
strongly 
urged by the attorney 
general's 


department in court were that the 
levy was exacted under the state's 
revenue power and the gas com- 
pany was not permitted to ques- 
tion the expenditures made. 
The state also contended tho 


only other material point was the 
question whether the tax oper- 
ated as a burden on Interstate 
commerce.

Tomorrow, under the leadership 


of Edward A. O'Neal, president 
of the organization, the farmers 
will formulate their program for 
the next year and act on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's suggestion 
that 


they advise him whether

farm legislation is needed at this 
time. 
Senator Elmer Thomas (D-Ola.) 
advocated the

In Bulgaria I 
heard a grim story that illus- 
trates

hateful 


mood. 


In a dream one night a Bul- 
garian peasant was visited by an

boon that he might choose; pro- 
vided that 
his neighbor, 
with 
whom he was at feud, should re- 
ceive a 
double portion of 
the 
same gift. 


Promptly 
the peasant replied, 


"Then I ask you to put out one 
of my eyes." He was willing to

rected at tho farm program, prin- 
cipally on the ground that cotton 
and wheat prices are distressingly 
low," 
O'Neal said, 


"Such 
criticism Is unfair, be- 


cause everybody knows that the 
law was passed too late for wheat 
growers to comply on their 1938 
crop; and everybody knows too 
that the cotton surplus that holds 
the price down was not produced 
In 1938—it was produced In 1937, 
when there was no control pro- 
gram In force.

program this year.

farm income this year with the 
1932 figure, and then say candidly 
whether or not our programs have 
helped the farmer.

year. The total report for 
the nation cannot show such

URGE PROTECTION 


AUSTIN, Dec. IS.—Oft— A 
re- 
quest that the legislature conven- 
ing 
in January take steps 
to 


prevent a recurrence of the New 
London school disaster which took 
the lives of hundreds of children 
was on file today. 


A joint legislative Investigating 


committee, which completed 
Its 
report and recommendations yes- 
terday, said the explosion which 
occurred March 18, 1937, resulted 
In the death of 281 pupils and 14 
teachers. 


Rep. Robert M. Leath-of Hen- 
derson, committee chairman, said 
the committee had reached the 
same conclusions as those arrived 
at by bureau of mines investiga- 
tors. 
The legislature report In- 
cluded/ in its entirety, the mines 
bureau findings. 


In addition, the committee urged 


creation of the office of state 
plumbing Inspector, recommended 
a law requiring malordorant in 
natural gaa to be amended to In- 
clude manufactured gas and ad- 
vocated establishment of a super- 
visory body to Inspect public build- 
ings. 


The bureau's report said 
the 


explosion was due to Ignition of 
a volume of natural gas-air mix- 
ture which had accumulated In a 
poorly ventilated school building 
basement,

spaces, use of strong; malodorants 
and alarm systems, utilities In-

prior to the Inauguration of Gov- 
ernor-Elect W. Lee O'Danlel on 
Jan. 17. In the first part, made 
public two days ago, Allred urged 
the lawmakers, among other things 
to provide $2.000,000 a year more 
lor old age pensions and reviewed 
the accomplishments of his admin- 
istration. 


Besides asking that eleemosynary 


buildings be fire-proofed the gov- 
ernor requested the legislators to: 
Provide aid for the needy blind 
and the dependent children; 


Obtain matching money for 
teachers' retirement fund; 
Expand the state's eleemosynary 


institution system, and, 
Make Texas a. member of the 


Council of State governments. 
Pointing out tho federal govern 
ment would augment stats contrl 
buttons, Allred estimated $300,001 
annually would be needed for ak 
to tho needy blind and $1,500,000 
for dependent children. He recall 
ed the people had authorized the 
legislature to provide for these so- 
cial security measures by voting 
a constitutional amendment In 1937 
The governor said It was ."the 
duty of this legislature" to furnish 
matching funds to tho teacher: 
, contributions for the retirement 
plan voted by amendment two 
years ago.Teacher Funds 
'Ho said the state auditor had re- 
ported teachers contributed more 
than J2,252,000 In tho fiscal year 
ending Aug. 31, and that It was 
estimated state funds In excess of 
$2,475,000, $2,568,000 and $2,661,000 
•would bo needed In the succeeding 
years. 
"Even when the present (elee- 


mosynary) 
building program 
Is 
completed," Allred said, "unless II 
is continued for the ensuing two 
years, several hundred unfortunate 
insane people will naturally accu- 
mulate and have to be confined In 
Jails." 
Asserting it was not only the 
humane tning to do, but would be 
"good business," the governor sug- 
gested general expansion of tho 
institutions and the addition of 
homes for delinquent negro girls 
and 
feeble-minded and' epileptic 
negroes for which no provision has 
Veen made. 
"Texas Is one of the few remain' 
Ing states which Is not officially a 
member of the Council of State 
Governments, that joint 
agency 
serving all of the states," he said. 
He referred to the council as a 
clearing house and research cen- 
ter for legislators and advocated 
the lawmakers set aside $4,500 for 
its suppart. 


UNITED STATES MAY 


MAKE LOANS LATIN 


AMERICAN NATIONS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—W)— 
The Roosevelt administration indi- 
cated today it might back with 
dollar loans as well aa armaments 
Its efforts to promote Inter-Ameri- 
can solidarity and trade. 
While Secretary of State Hull at 
Lima, Peru, was seeking a pledge 
of united defense against foreign 
aggression In the western hemis- 
phere, Secretary Morgenthau of 
the treasury disclosed he was 
studying tho use of treasury loans 
and other facilities to boost trade 
between the United States arid 
Lain America. 


Aside from the potential bene- 
fits to United States factories, of- 
' flclals pointed out such a program 
would help her combat the eeo- 
nomlo penetration 
of Germany, 
Japan and Italy In min America. 
Morgenthau made no promise of 
loans. That would require, he point- 
ed out, congressional permission. 
In other government quarters, 
sentiment on the suggestion was 
mixed. One federal banker said the 
American republics offered a huge 
market for what he called, "pro- 
ductive loans"—loans to build rail- 
roads, utilities, roads and to buy 
machinery. He declared the loafcs 
would have to be for revenue-pro- 
ducing projects in order to give 
hope of repayment. 
Another 
official 
recalled 
that 
about 70 per cent of the estimated 
$1,172,000,000 of Latin American se- 
curities now held by United States 
investors are in default He sug- 
gested that the real effect of loans 
to Lain America would be to fi- 
nance armaments, thus providing 
no new Income for repayment of 
the loans.

BATTLE IN SENATE OVER ANTI 


LYNCHING BILL DEVELOPING 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 


Prospects for another senate bat- 
tle over an antl-lynchlng bill de- 
veloped today with an announce- 
ment by Senator Van Nuys (D.- 
Ind.) that the controversial meas- 
ure would be revived. 


Van Nuys said he would confer 


soon with Senator Wagnor (D.-N. 
Y.), 
co-author of last session's 


bill, which was shelved after a 
southern filibuster. 


Thero were Indications that the

for them. 
"Hangers have no business in 
this court, whether Governor All- 
red sends them or not," Judge 
McCallum said. "I've got more 
authority than Allred, the adju- 
tant in charge of rangers or any- 
one else inside this court room. 
If I'd known they were here, / 
would have ordered 
them 
out 
too." 
The rangers took up positions 


around the jury room after, the 
negroes, G. A. Gallaway, Ed Bry- 
ant and P. T, Simmons, refused to 
leave the room. 


Two of them-< -Bryant and Gal- 


laway—accepted $3 as 
payment 


for one day's serices after being 
ordered to leave by Judge McCal- 
lum when they appeared on a 
panel drawn from the central jury 
room. 


Simmons said he would be back 


but Judge McCallum told him he 
wasnt' needed on the Jury and 
when 
Gallaway 
asked 
If 
he 


couldn't continue to serve, Judge 
McCallum ordered hint to get out, 
declaring "we've got plenty of 
jurors this week." 


Simmons remained In tho jury 


room, refusing to luave after Dis- 
trict Judge Paine L. Bush, 
in 
charge of tho Jury, gave him a 
second opportunity tp depart.

NAZI REGIME PUTS 
NEW OBSTACLES IN 
WAV DEPARTING JEWS 


NO OBJECTS~EXCEPT THOSE 


FOR PERSONAL USE BE 
PERMITTED REMOVED 


BERLIN, Dec. 13.-(/P)—The min- 
istry of economics today Issued a 
decree putting new obstacles In the 
way of Jews removing their pro- 
perty from Germany. 


The decree, declared to bo nec- 
essary to prevent the flight of 
capital, forbids German or state- 
less Jews leaving Germany after 
January 1 from taking any objects 
except those necessary for strictly 
personal use. 


Although other parts of the de- 


cree, also restricting the right to 
remove property from the reich, 
apply to all German nationals and 
possibly 
even 
to some 
foreign 


residents, tho ban on taking any- 
thing but absolute travel necessi- 
ties outside the country applies 
specifically to German and state- 
less Jews. 


The new decree covers property 
other, than money, which already 
Is governed by a regulation that 
no one, Jew or non-Jew, may take 
more than 10 marks ($4 out of the 
country except by special permit. 


The new restriction 
was 
an- 


nounced as German Jews hurried- 
ly sought cash to meet the first of 
four Installments of the billion- 
mark fine ($400,000,000) which they 
must pay Thursday as punishment 
for the killing of Ernst vom Rath, 
Vcrman diplomat In Paris, by a 
young Jew. 


Under today's decree a German 
Jew, for example, when going to 
England for a visit may not take a 
doll for his 
nieco 
in London. 


Should he be caught In such an 
ittempt he would be liable to pun- 
ishment In addition to confiscation 
of the doll. 


Moreover, 
all 
Germans, Jews 
and non-Jews, who are In the pro- 
cess of emigrating must obtain spe- 
cial permission to take with them 
anything but strictly personal ob- 
jects. They may not take even 
household goods without a permit.

AUSTIN, Dec. 14.—OT— 


Governor James V. Allred 
strongly recommended to- 
day that the legislature in- 
stead of a board henceforth 


f fix the state per capita aid 


to public schools. 


The recommendation, in- 


tended • to untangle a legal snarl 
•was contained in the third install- 
ment of his final messaage to the 
lawmaklng body. The message is 
being made public In advance of 
Its delivery to the legislature about 
January 11. 


"Clearly the duty of levying suf- 


ficient taxes to support the schools 
for at least six months Is a legis- 
lative function," Allred said. "There 
is no yardstick In the constitution 
as to ecenomy, methods, or other- 
wise, by which the board of edu- 
cation or the automatic tax board 
could determine what amount is 
necessary to operate the schools 
for at least six months. 
"I recommend that the statutes 


be amended to clearly provide the 


.. amount the legislature desires to 


give 
the 
schools as per capita 
aid; then if any surplus remains 
at the end of the fiscal year, this 
surplus can be taken into consid- 
eration by the legislature In de- 
termining whether it will increase 
that per capita. It certainly is not 
a sound principle of government 
to permit either the board of edu- 
cation or'the automatic tax board 
to legislate by Indirectly making 
appropriations and levying taxes." 


The chief executive pointed out 
that during his administration the 
per capita apportionment had been 
boosted 
from $16.50 to $22 and 
rural 
school aid appropriations 


had been almost doubled. 


Long-Standlng Controversy. 


The controversy 
between 
the 


education board and 
the 
auto- 


matic tax board over 
the 
per 
capita apportionment is a long- 
standing one. The majority of the 
board of education has taken the 
position It should fix the state aid 
figure 
at whatever It considers 


necessary and the automatic tax 
board should make the ad valorem 
tax rate sufficiently high to pay 
the bill. The automatic tax board 
majority, on the other hand, has 
contended it is limited to a seven- 
cent tax rate for school purposes. 


The situation worked out satis- 


factorily last year 
because 
the 


seven-cent tax rate, together with 
a surplus and other revenues, wa« 
sufficient to pay the $22 per capi- 
ta 
apportionment voted by the 


board of education. With the same 
rate and apportionment In effect 
this year however, It appears the 
school fund will lack about $3,- 
000,000 of having enough to pay 
all the per capita allotment. 


The needed amount of state aid 


to the public schools likely will 
be the subject to sharp debate it 
the legislature .undertakes to set 
the . per 
capita 
apportionment. 


Many school men contend the al- 
lotment should be at least $25 per 
capita whereas other persons as- 
sort a $20 capita 
appropriation 


suffice.
